I submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  nineteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
Borough* 


As  an  integral  pant  of  tTiis  Report  there  foLl.o'WS  the  Report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  those  sections  of  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  with  vdiich  he  is  specially  concerned. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS: 


The  Ancient  Borough  of  Christchurch  lies  in  the  south  west 
corner  of  Hacpshire  at  the  confluence  of  the  Hampshire  Avon  and  the 
Stour,  two  rivers  of  vastly  different  character.  VJith  its  coastal 
situation,  its  extensive  land  locked  tidal  harbour,  and  the  high 
ground  to  the  west  breaking  the  full  force  of  the  south  westerly 
gales,  the  tovjn  has  a pleasantly  equable  climate,  and  this  in 
conjunction  with  the  attractions  of  the  nearby  New  Forest  make  it 
an  especially  favoured  area  in  vdiich  to  live. 

The  population  has  therefore  risen  steadily,  particularly 
in  the  last  20  years  x-iien  there  has  boon  an  increase  of  10,870  - 
a rise  of  6\%,  The  rise  has  been  largely  by  immigration  and  in 
fact  in  the  first  10  years  of  the  quinquennium  births  exceeded 
deaths  by  612  but  in  the  second  ten,  deaths  exceeded  births  by  194, 
giving  a not  increase  in  the  indigenous  population  of  only  41 
In  only  three  of  the  past  ten  years  have  births  exceeded  deaths,  a 
clear  indication  of  an  agoing  population. 

There  is  a wide  variety  of  industry  in  the  area  with  new 
industries  filling  vacancies  created  by  the  departure  of  contracting 
businesses.  The  general  canployment  outlook  is  favourable.

NQTIFL'^IL  DISK'xSE: 

The  general  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  low. 

Under  normal  conditions  this  would  have  been  a ’'Measles  year" 
but  the  relatively  high  incidence  of  Measles  in  19^4  reduced  this 
year ’ s out  break , 

An  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurred,  principally  anong  children 
attending  the  infant  schools  at  Highcliffe  and  Somerford,  Measures 
were  taken  to  reinforce  the  hygienic  precautions  at  all  schools  and, 
thanks  to  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  the 
outbreak  subsided. 

A case  of  Tjrphoid  Dover  occurred  in  a young  woman  who  returned 
homo  ill  from  a Greek  cruise  ship,  where  she  i\/Drkod  as  a beautician. 
The  illness  was  probably- contracted  in  a foreign  port.  Her  mother 
was  employed  in  a local  food  shop  and  it  was  necessary  to  keep  her 
off  work,  and  to  make  up  her  pay,  until  the  danger  of  infection  had 
passed. 
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For  tho  sixth  succossive  yoar  no  caso  of  Polioijyelitis  was 
notified.

22  deaths  were  attributed  to  lung  cancer,  of  whom  5 were 
women,  10  were  in  persons  under  the  age  of  65,  2 under  55*  In 
this  Borough  96  persons  have  now  died  of  this  self  inflicted 
disease  in  the  past  five  years,  and  this  contrasts  with  the  26  v\ho 
have  died  as  the  result  of  motor  accidents  over  the  same  period 
and  Wiose  dec,ths  appear  to  cause  infinitely  more  concern, 

Tho  national  death  rate  from  "smokers  cancer"  continues  to 
rise  each  year  and  has  trebled  over  the  last  20  years.  26,399 
persons  died  in  I965,  an  increase  of  1,128  over  the  previous  year 
and  in  men  by  far  the  largest  single  cause  of  death  from  cancer  - 
representing  38.7^o  of  all  male  cancer  deatlas , Lung  cancer  deaths 
have  now  reached  almost  % of  all  deaths;  such  a high  proportion  of 
deaths  from  a supreriiely  unpleasant  and  largely  avoidable  disease 
ought  to  cause  more  public  alarm  than  it  does.  The  coorrent  extension 
of  cigarette  coupon  schemes  might  perhaps  be  usefully  employed  in 
providing  funeral  benefits. 
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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES: 


In  August,  and  again  in  Novonbcr,  the  I'linister  of  Health 
issued  strongl;^'-  v\rorded  statements  in  which  he  urged  all  local  health 
authorities  to  make  arrangcanent s for  the  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies.  In  the  MnjLster ’ s view  fluoridation  is  "completely  safe", 
it  will  "combat  the  vdioUy  excessive  amount,  of  dental  decay  in  this 
country"  and  "in  future  generations  the  ^,^!l:lole  coirmunity,  adults  as 
well  as  children  will  benefit". 

In  the  light  of  these  appeals  the  Council  again  considered 
fluoridation,  but  again  rejected  it,

Christchurch  is  supplied  vith  water  by  the  West  Hampsliiro 
V/ater  Company  idiose  x^^orks  are  situated  within  the  Borough.  The 
Compar^y,  in  addition,  supplies  part  of  Bournemouth,  the  vjhole  of 
the  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge,  part  of  the 
hew  Forest  Rural  District  and  part  of  the  Borough  of  Lymington, 
Partially  treated  water  in  bulk  is  also  pumped  to  the  oil 
refinery  at  Fawley. 

The  raw  water  is  drawn  from  the  River  Avon  at  Christchurch 
and  treated  by  rapid  and  slow  sand  filtration  and  super  chlorination. 
In  addition  the  Company  has  a source  of  supply  from  deep  boreholes 
in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park,  some  16  miles  north  of  Christchurch  near 
the  Wiltshire  border.  This  supply  serves  Ringvjood  and  Fordingbridge 
Rural  District  and  also  supplements  the  supply  in  Christchurch. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  are  examined  daily  at  the  Company’s 
ovjn  water  testing  laboratory  v^iiich  is  in  charge  of  a qualified 
chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  independent 
samples  are  sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  consumer  is  constant,  of  moderate 
hardness,  free  from  plumbo  solvent  action,  and  entirely  free  from 
metals . 


The  Company’s  records  show  10,06A  separately  assessed 
domestic  dwellings  to  bo  supplied  from  their  mains  in  Christchurch. 
Ho  standpipes  are  in  use.

Tills  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
has  a reaction  on  the  aUcaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from 
metals.  The  v/ator  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not 
excessive.  It  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  conforms 
to  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 


These  results  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  'vdiolosome  water 
suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  uses. 
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SEVJSEli’iGE : 


The  Christchurch  V/orks  remain  overloaded  but  further 
improvement  in  the  operation  of  the  digesters  was  obtained  and 
there  was  little  complaint  of  nuisance  during  the  year. 

Work  on  the  secondary  digesters  proceeded  and  the  first 
came  into  use  early  in  1966,  Those  extra  tanks  provide  much 
needed  capacity  to  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Works  while 
the  overloaded  conditions  prevail.  Consultants  have  prepared 
plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  V/orks  and  construction  is 
expected  to  commence  late  in  1966.

FOOD  FOOD  PIM-IISES: 


Routine  supervision  of  food  premises  has  continued  but 
has  been  limited  by  the  multiplicity  of  duties  thrust  on  the 
existing  inspectorial  staff  by  the  progressive  growth  of  the  town 
and  the  deluge  of  additional  leglislation  over  the  years.  None 
the  less  it  is  felt  that  the  standard  of  our  food  premises  is  good, 
and  relations  between  traders  and  the  Health  Department  satisfactory. 

HOUSING: 

363  private  houses  were  built  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  276  in  1964*  In  addition,  36  dwellings  were  constructed 
for  old  people  by  the  Christchurch  Old  People's  Welfare  and 
Housing  Society,  Council  construction  consisted  of  75  houses.

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year. 

The  normal  biennial  outbreak  of  Keasles  was  of  less  than 
average  severity. 

An  outbreak  of  Dysentery,  originating  in  two  of  our  infant 
schools,  was  limited  by  an  intensification  of  normal  hygienic 
precautions. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  increased  by  630  to 
28,630,  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  36  as  the  crude  death  rate  rose 
from  last  ycojr's  unusually  low  figure  to  nearer  our  recent  average. 

The  birth  rate  fell  for  the  second  successive  year,  and 
after  correction  remained  well  belovj  the  national  average. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  from  last  year's  record  low 
figure  to  nearer  our  average,  and  was  just  below  the  national 
average,  itself  at  a record  low  rate. 

The  number  of  lung  cancer  deaths  increased. 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  retirement  of  ilr,  F.  le  V.  Friend 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  this  Council  for  nearly  25  years. 

He  and  I worked  together  for  over  18  years  in  complete  amity  and 
understanding  and  I wish  to  pay  my  tribute  to  him  as  a faithful 
and  ultra  conscientious  Council  servant,  a loyal  colleague  and  a 
master  of  his  profession.  I wish  him  health,  happiness  and 
tranquility  in  his  retirement. 

I-'Ir,  Friend  has  been  succeeded  by  I^r.  Clement  V/illard  v\ho 
came  to  us  from  Skegness  and  viiom  I welcome  to  this  pleasant 
Borough, 

I'y  sincere  thanlcs  are  due  to  colleagues  in  other  departments 
for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  above  all  to  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  at  all  times.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  first  iinnual  Report 
covering  the  v/ork  of  the  Department  during  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1965.  It  will  be  noted  that  I'tr.  Priend  retired  at  the  end 
of  the  year  after  25  years  of  service  to  the  Council  as  its  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  that  the  work  done  during  this  year  was 
under  his  direction. 

?/ith  the  continuing  increase  in  population  and  the  extra  work 
placed  on  the  Department  by  further  Acts  and  Regulations,  your 
Inspectors  have  been  under  considerable  pressure  to  cope  with  all 
the  duties  involved  and  it  has  now  reached  the  stage  where  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  carry  out  the  work  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

I find  that  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  inspectorate  staff  since 
1948  when  the  population  was  then  just  over  18,000.  V/ith  the 
population  now  in  the  region  of  29,000  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the 
Council  v/ill  soon  have  to  give  consideration  to  this  matter. 

Details  of  inspections  made  by  your  Inspectors  are  given  in 
Table  1. 

HOUSING. 

This  is  considered  to  be  the  -most  Important  aspect  of  a Public 
Health  Inspector's  work,  and  every  local  authority  has  a duty  to 
cause  an  in3p)ection  of  its  district  to  be  made  from  time  to  time 
with  a view  to  ascertaining  whether  any  house  therein  is  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  to  seven  properties  at  the  request  of 
the  Department,  all  of  which  v/ere  dealt  with  informally. 

There  appears  to  have  been  very  little  done  in  the  way  of 
routine  inspections  as  required  by  the  Act  for  some  time,  and  I 
feel  that  v/e  should  try  and  give  more  attention  to  this  jps-rt  of  the 
work.

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PRS-ISES. 


Food  h^'^gicne  continues  to  occupy  a fair  amount  of  your 
Inspectors'  tfiie,  but  I v/ould  like  to  see  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  routine  inspections  made  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  generally  high 
standards  existing  in  the  Borough  are  maintained. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

A close  liaison  exists  between  the  traders  and  the  Department, 
and  food  which  a trader  is  doubtful  about  is  set  aside  and  the 
advice  of  your  Inspectors  sought  as  to  its  suitability  for  human 
consuTiption.  Pood  which  is  found  to  be  unfit  is  disposed  of  safely 
and  a certificate  issued  to  the  trader  concerned.  The  following  is 
a list  of  food  surrendered  during  the  year.

(a)  Refuse  Collection* 

Once  again  the  year  has  proved  to  he  a difficult  one*  The 
increase  in  volune  of  refuse  and  the  difficulties  experienced  in 
obtaining  refuse  collectors  has  meant  that  the  service  was  not  as 
good  as  we  should  have  liked  it  to  be.  i^t  one  time  the  position 
became  so  acute  that  lorries  were  hired  from  an  outside  source  to 
help  bring  in  the  refuse. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  situation  cannot  be  allowed  to  continue, 
and  I am  hopeful  that  1966  will  see  a great  improvement  in  the 
recruitment  and  retention  of  staff  a.nd  a return  to  a regular  weekly 
collection  might  be  possible,  although  this  cannot  be  done  without 
incurring  additiona.1  expenditure. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  instructed  iVir.  Friend 
to  carry  out  a pilot  scheme  with  paper  sacks.  This  is  still  being 
experiiTiente  1 with  to  see  if  such  a system  would  be  worth  adox^ting 
over  the  v/hole  of  the  Borough. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal* 

Refuse  is  still  being  disx)osed  of  by  controlled  tix^i^ing  on  the 
land  at  Stanpit  Marsh*  This  land,  being  waterlogged  at  all  times, 
has  presented  many  x^roblems  and  has  required  a lot  of  attention  from 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Insxoector  to  ensure  that  no  nuisance  is  caused 
to  people  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  fact  that  very  few  complaints  are  received  shows  that  the 
refuse  disposal  side  is  proceeding  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

(c)  Transport. 

As  mentioned'  in  the  previous  year's  Report,  at  least  three  of 
the  vehicles  are  ready  for  rex)lacement.  Two  of  them  are  ten  years 
old  and  one  of  them  is  fifteen  yea.rs  old*  The  latter  is  about  to 
be  traded  in  for  a nov/  PakajTiatic  and  this  will,  of  course,  helx3  the 
situation*  Unfortunately,  the  two  Pore  and  ^ift  Tix^x^ers  we  have  had 
for  ten  yeaj7s  and  the  Karrier  Side  Loader  which  we  have  had  for  five 
years,  are  giving  us  a considerable  amount  of  trouble.  The  number 
of  hours  lost  in  breakdowns  have  been  many,  and  unfortunately  I sha.ll 
not  be  in  a x^osition  to  have  them  overhauled  until  a.fter  the  summer 
period  of  1966. 
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It  is  quite  possible  that  the  difficulties  v/e  are  experiencing 
with  the  transport,  plus  an  exceptionally  hi^  sickness  rate,  will 
be  the  tv/o  factors  v/hich  will  prevent  us  bringing  the  refuse  collection 
service  up  to  a satisfactory  standard  during  my  first  year  of  office. 

S^vLViiGE. 

Once  again,  waste  paper  has  not  been  baled  because  of  the 
inability  to  obtain  the  services  of  a suitable  baler-man.  haste 
paper  was  sold  loose  and  the  income  from  all  salvage  was  increased 
slightly  to  reach  an  income  of  £683. 

complete  reorgB.nisation  of  this  section  is  in  process,  coupled 
v/ith  a bonus  scheme  payable  to  all  the  men  on  the  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  staff.  This  will  resiilt  in  a considerable  increase  in 
income  from  salvage,  and  this  will  be  used  to  pay  the  men  the  extra 
money  which  is  so  essential  if  we  are  to  recruit  and  maintain  a 
sufficient  labour  force. 

RODENT  COMQL. 

There  can  be  no  let-u^D  in  the  control  of  rodents  and  other 
pests,  and  your  Rodent  Officer  s^Dent  most  of  his  time  on  this  work. 

He  has  also  assisted  the  Inspectors,  whenever  possible,  on  various 
duties  connected  v/ith  the  Department.

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There  are  many  other  duties  performed  by  the  Depojrtment,  all 
of  which  cannot  possibly  be  mentioned  in  a report  of  this  nature, 
but  these,  and  in  particular  complaints  of  all  descriptions,  are 
keeping  your  Inspectors  at  full  stretch  in  an  effort  to  satisfy  the 
demands  of  the  ra.tepayers. 

I should  like  to  take  this  o-pportunity  to  express  ray  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Lfembers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  fellow  officials  in  all  Departments 
and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  support  and  co-operation.
